Meets in 50th Convention

Hoffman. 
Doylestown, 
County 
Superintendent 
of Schools, who assured the delegates 
that it has been a pleasure to serve as 
superintendent over a period of 30 
years. 
“My! How things have changed in 
30 years ’ Mr. Hoffman rem arked as 
he called attention to Bucks county’s 
finest school plant 
at 
Quakertown. 
com paring it to the one-roora school 
houses of 30 years ago when he was 
elected to office. 
“ In 1908 there were only 3S8 teach­ 
ers in Bucks 
county 
com pared 
lo 
nearly 700 at the present time,’’ Mr. 
Hoffman continued 
‘ In 1908 Bristol 
had four high school teachers, Buck­ 
ingham 
township, one; 
Doylestown 
borough, two: Milltown, 
New 
Hope 
Newtown, 
one apiece; 
Quakertown, 
three; Morrisville, 2. 
“My association with the school di­ 
rector groups over a pet iod of 30 years 
has been very pleasant. We have not 
always agreed, but as a whole the 
work 
has been pleasant. I want to 
publicly thank, at this time, the news­ 
papers of Bucks county for the excel­ 
lent co-operation they 
have 
always 
given the County Superintendent’s of­ 
fice and all educational 
m atters 
in 
Bucks County. The newspapers have 
generously assisted us.’’ 
Superintendent Hoffman announced 
that there are 25 school directors who 
were serving in Bucks county in 1908. 
who are still living. 
The county school head then 
an­ 
nounced that at the present time and 
for the last two weeks, a teacher in 
the lower-end section of Bucks county. 
is organizing the school teachers into 
the teachers’ union, much to his re­ 
gret. 
Health, safety and physical educa­ 
tion was the subject of an address de­ 
livered a t the morning session by Dr 
Charles J. 
Probaska, 
supervisor 
of 
physical education. Connecticut Stat* 
Department of Education, and former­ 
ly Dean of Physical Education at Tem­ 
ple University. 
“The amount of education shoal'd be, 
measured in quality and not quantity,” 
Dr. 
Prohaska 
declared. 
“The 
new 
trend in 
education 
em phasizes 
the 
point that all children should have the 
same opportunity to grow up 
with 
healthy bodies and a clean mind, 
“Health, safety and physical educa­ 
tion is basic to all educational projects 
It costs far less to pay the salary of a 
school nurse and a school physician 
than the loss caused by sickness and 
loss of time due to illness. 
“The 
public schools 
of 
America 
have no small job on hand to reach 
the 
objective 
in 
health 
education. 
Health work in a school in the pust 
has been 
too narrowly received by 
school directors and m any citizens 
The school must be the health center 
as well as the educational center of 
any community. 
“Physical education is a most mis­ 
interpreted term. Some directors think 
it is still just another frill. Athletic 
teams, my friends, are just by-prod­ 
ucts 
of 
physical 
education 
today 
Team and gam e competition teach the 
lessons of life, and it is on the atli 
let ic field and playgrounds where the 
most im portant lessons are taught in 
physical, moral and mental develop­ 
ment. 
“The athletic field and playground 
is the greatest laboratory of citizen 
ship that we have It is a wTay of edu 
cation. Physical education also has so 
elal Implications. The demand for win­ 
ning teams is not the sole purpose of 
physical education. Often the eommu 
nity and 
citizens 
demand 
winning 
teams, but this is not the lone purpos* 
of physical education. Every l>oy and 
girl must be reached in some m anner 
Physical education is not only a m us­ 
cular exercise. 
“The School boards and the various 
communities are responsible for pro­ 
viding adequate- space 
for 
physical 
education, 
including 
athletic 
fields 
and playgrounds properly equipped. A 
school like Quakertown is what we 
would like to see everywhere, if it 
were possible^ 
‘Eventually, we wmuld all like to 
see a daily period in physical educa­ 
tion in all schools California now has 
u daily period in this work, requiring 
at least one hour every day. If physical 
education is important, then it m ust 
he given the- same consideration as 
other subjects. 
“The teacher of physical education 
should be properly trained. He should 
be a boy-leader, a person with real 
personality, a man to teach the boys, 
and a woman to teach the girls.” 
►Speaking on the rigid policy to adopt 
concerning 
interscholastic 
athletics, 
Dr. Prohaska said: “See to it that cer 
fain student-athletes do not become 
too absorbed as to monopolize gym­ 
nasiums and athletic fields. Also it is 
important that the am ateur atm os­ 
phere be maintained in 
all 
athletic 
competition. Boys and girls m ust be 
taught to play for pleasure and the 
physical 
benefit 
they 
get 
out 
of 
games.” 
After a delicious baked ham dinner 
had been served during the noon hour, 
the directors, in small groups were 
taken 
on 
inspection 
tours 
of 
the 
Quakertown High School plant. They 
saw a library with 5000 l>ooks, they 
saw five complete athletic fields being 
used by five different groups, includ­ 
ing a field for the small youngsters, 
another for girls’ hockey, 
one 
for 
football and others for various sports 
The directors pronounced the kin­ 
dergarten at the Quakertown schools 
“the finest in the State," 
a 
rating 
that it has already received by edu­ 
cational authorities. 
They saw 
the 
various classes at work, inspected the 
county’s finest gymnasium. 
The directors also saw the various 
school 
shops 
at work. including a 
complete metal-working course, and 
a wood-working course, both taking 
a half-day's time every school 
day 
for 
three years. 
Other 
vocational 
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gornery 
counties, was introduced to 
the directors. 
Dorou Green. Bristol, who has been 
a member of the school board in that 
borough for 39 years, made brief to 
marks.
